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REMARKS 

In the Office Action, the Examiner objected to claims 6-7, 36, and 53-54; rejected 
claims 53-54 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph; rejected claims 54 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 112, second paragraph; indicated claims 9-11, 17-19, 37, 39-41, and 45-47 are 
allowed; and indicated claims 6-7 and 36 would be allowable if the objections were 
overcome. 

By this amendment, applicants have amended claims 6, 36, and 53 in response 
to the objections and canceled claim 54 without prejudice or disclaimer. 

Regarding the objections. Applicants submit that the amendments obviate the 
basis of the objections. 

Regarding the rejection under 35 U.S.C. §112, first and second paragraphs, 
although Applicants do not agree with the propriety of the rejections. Applicants have 
amended claim 53 as suggested by the Examiner and canceled claim 54 to expedite 
prosecution to allowance. 

Applicants submit that pending claims 6, 7, 9-11, 17-19, 36, 37, 39, 40, 45-47, 
and 53 are in immediate condition for allowance.
